AGRESSIVE ROCKPRODUKTIONEN 
is the german Punk-Label. 
Most Punk-Records are issued 
;on AGR. And they also relea- 
se foreign records on their 
label. Bands like the TEST- 
TUBE-BABIES or G.B.H., US- 
records from MISFITS,SAMOANS 
or NECROS. You see: they're 
trying to make a ripoff . . . . 
And all those german Punk-LPs 
Inever were really convincing. 
?A11 the records were produced 
jat Music lab in Berlin- and 
Jthey all sound the same- and 
fitoo smooth. But lately i haard 
that i really liked.... the first LP by young band called 
NEUROTIC ARSEHOLES from Minden/Wes tf alen . They were able to keep their 
unique sound on that record, good tunes, various speed, a variating punk- 
and hardcore-sound; with lyrics in english and german. . . . 
NA started in 1978. KURT had an old guitar, and ZAHNI tried as singer. 
In the summer of 1980 ZAHNI bought a bass- and at the end of the same 
year they found with the KURZE a drummer. The first rehearsals took 
place at the KURZE's room - but soon complications with neighbors fol- 
lowed. In February198l ZOMBIE became singer of the band, and thru' his 
connections they got a rehearsal-room, for about three months .... During 
that time they had their first gig at the youth-center in Porta, 30 of 
april198l- quite successful. Again they lost their rehearsal-room, and 
although they had nearly no chance to rehearse, a few gigs followed , during 
those 8 months. All gigs in their area ( Herford , Bielefeld , Minden ) . Spending 
some days in Berlin, ZOMBIE got into contact with K. U. WALTERBACH - maker 
of AGR-Lablel. And in November* 81 Walterbach got the band to Berlin recor- 
ding 3 tracks for the compilation "SOUNDTRACKS ZUM UNTERGANG II". 
That sampler-LP was released in april'82 - and the band wasn't satisfied 
with what they had recorded. ... But at that timethey found a rehearsal- 
room in KURT's cellar- and decided to carry on. . . .The band did in 1982 
more gigs than ever- and even more after the release of "UNDERGROUND HITS 
Vol.1" on which they have 3 satisfactory tracks. 

In February '83 they had again to give up their rehearsal-room, and they* re 
still searching for a new one. 

At the end of July' 83 the band again vsat to Berlin recording their LP 
"....BIS ZUM BITTEREN ENDE " - released on AGR, in October' 83. l6songs. 
Next thing they would like to do is an 7" single or EP in self-production. 
I think NEUROITIC ARSEHOLES are one of the few german punkbands which 
have developed their own style. They combine intelligent lyrics with a 
powerful sound that never lacks of versatility and ideas. A real discove-

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Feb.l8th/8^4 we (that means My brother 
Andy, me and a freind) promoted our 
first show in Nagold with two punk- 
bands: TOXOPLASMA and E605. The own 
ers of the room told us 1 50 people 
can come in, no more. We had costs 
totally of about 750 Marks. We char 
ged 5 Marks for entrance. So we nee 
ded about 1 50 people to get it all. 
There are only few punx in our area 
- maybe about 20. We hoped for all 
the freaks and hippies to show up. . . 
But you cannot imagine my surprise: 
There were nearly 200 people- and 
about 90% of them were punx! ! ! 
So the conditions were alright! 
E605,to start the event, are a young 
three-piece with drummer singing. . . . 
They play fast and good melodic punk 
in a more 77-style. You can get thei 
r powerful tape thru 1 ExtremMist. 
Although most people liked them, they 
weren't that satisfied with theii? 
gig- the bassplayer wasn't very keen 
to play (just wanted to have fun wit 
h his girl...), and the guitarman 
was stoned. Anyway it was some fun. 
Next to come were TOXOPLASMA. After 
SLIME have defunct, most people say 
that TOXOPLASMA are the flagship of 
german hardcore .... and they were 
great, the audience's feedback was 
great too: lots of slamming. Fun Fun 
Fun!!! They had to play some additio 
ns- and Andy joined them on drums for 
playing "M'ongoloid"(remember Devo?! ). 
But when the atmosphere reached its 
climax some sucker ended it all spray 

ing some gas.... But as the saying 

is: you should stop when its best!... 
And TOXOPLASMA were totally exhausted 




TOXOPLASMA have released an LP on AGR 
- but their not by far ad good on the 
record as live. But still their LP is 
one of the few german hardcore record 
s worth buying. . . „ 

What has to be said is that TOXOPLASMA 
are some very fine guys! We had a lot 
of fun with them, and they do not act * 
like "stars". They're as popular as 
bands like SLIME or CANALTERROR. But 
compared with TOXOPLASMA those bands 
are assholes: they charge much more 
gage! And they won't let play others 
on their amps. E605 never felt to be 
just the "supporting act". They were 
both equal.... AUQ helped out each 
other. Well, we hope to have more such 
fantastic nights in Nagold- but after 
this show it can get only worse....

Best first: after their 12"Maxi "LIBERTE," BLUTTAT have now their first 
LP out called "NKULULEKO" (a zulu-word as far as i know). Great hardcore 
songs, fast and powerful, but also some other sounds. All in all one of 
the absolutely most varied german hardcore-records!!! 

INFERNO come from Augsburg, their first LP is on "Mulleimer Rec."- good 

produced and some fine tunes. On the better side of german punk 

SICK PLEASURE frota Berlin w/ an american singer. Powerful and strong 
hardcore! Sometimes a bit heavy in a Discharge-style- but most is great' 
ULTRA HARDCORE POWER is the name of a compilation released on Mulleimer- 
wtih good songs from BLUTTAT, airight ones from CHAOS Z and INFERNO and 
some more by NORMAHL and HERBARDS . Onyl recommendable if you never heard 
anything else of the bands.... 

SLIME "Live" (recorded at their very last farewell-gig at Berlin)- that 
seems to me like a rip off: releasing a live-record after the bands de- 
funct.... no difference between AGRESSIVE ROCKPROD. and CBS?! Well, no 
argument against the music: their best tunes in good quality- the' last
